Strikes at Beaux Arts, CEGEP Vieux Montreal 


Occupation at U du o

The students and faculty of the 
University of Quebec voted yes- 
terday to shut down the university 
until the government meets all the 
demands of the FLQ. 

With the:tacit approval of the 
administration, all classes : yes- 


‘: terday were suspended indefinite- : 


ly. Students conducted mass ral- 


lies throughout the day supporting 


the actions of the FLQ. 


The rector’s office at the uni- ’ 


versity, which is safe from police 
interference, has been turned into 
an organizational centre for stu- 
dent strikes across the city. 

The main objective of the stike 
organizers is to arouse others to 
their. cause. One special ‘target 
is the 6,000 army regulars who 
have been patrolling the city since 
yesterday, 


Students will be handing leaflets’ 


to the soldiers which read in part, 
“the federal government has ask- 
ed you to die while killing your 
brothers... Don't be an uncons- 
cious collaborator of the enemies 
of the Québécois... Mutiny: We 
will conquer.” 

One of the strikers’ tactics 
will be to stage repeated small 
disturbances, which will disrupt 
police and army activities and, 


_ they hope, keep them from in- 


vestigating more important issues 
such as the kidnappings. era 


The co-ordinators stressed ‘the 
importance of individual action. 
“On their. own -mitiative people 
may take actions ranging from 
information to sabotage and 
bombing.” commented a spokes- 
man for the group. 

The students hope to persuade 
factory workers to strike also. 
According to one of the students, 
the Conférence des Syndicats Na- 
tionaux will give financial support 
revolutionary groups in Que- 

ec. 

The student mobilization got 
under way Wednesday night at a 
meeting at the~ Université de 
Montréal. FLQ members Charles 
Gagnon and Pierre Vallières. 
labor leader Michel Chartrand 
and Montreal lawyer Robert Le- 
mieux urged the students to sup- 
port the FLQ. 

Lemieux, students claimed. 
told them to “get out of your 
schools and mobilize’. 

However, support for the strike 
at the U de Q is far from being 
unanimous, One professor said 
last night ‘‘that those students 
and professors voting for a‘ strike 
did not represent the university 
community’’. 

‘Although certain members of 
the faculty voted for the strike,”’ 


he said, “the Union of Faculty 
members dissociated themselves 
from the strike completely.” 

But others have had more am- 
bivilent reactions. 

“Tm not ready to take up a gun 
now,” one student said. “But if 
the situation continues as it.is, in 
a week I'll be ready to fight.”

Leading figures in the Quebec 
liberation. movement spoke at a 
rousing meeting last night in sup- 
port of the objectives of the FLQ 
manifesto. Approximately 5000 
sympathizers at the Paul Sauvé 
Arena cheered enthusiastically as 
they listened to FLQ members 
Pierre Valiières and 
Gagnon, labour leader Michel 
Chartrand and lawyer Robert Le- 
mieux. 


The speakers encouraged all 
partisans of Quebec liberation to 
campaign in their own milieus for 
the issues raised by the mani- 
festo. 


“The unity of the people is the 
only possible means of advancing 
the interests of the people’, an- 
nounced Chartrand, president of 
the Montreal Central Council of 
the CNTU. ‘Quebec is a country 
which has the same technological 
level and scientific capacities as 
any other part of the world, but 
it is only now that we can work 
towards a society rooted in a 
conscience populaire.” 


All speakers emphasized the 
need to avoid any actions of any 
sort which might be regarded as 
provocation by the police and by 
the army. ‘“‘We must be solid,” 
Vallières said. ‘‘We cannot af- 
ford to encourage the police to 
take reprisals against us.”’ 


“The meeting was originally 


- scheduled for the Centre Sportif 


of the Université de Montréal but 


the administration of the univer- — 


sity refused the use of the pre- 
mises. Le Front d'Action Politi- 
que invited meeting organizers to 
use the arena they had booked for 


FLO’s Chenier cell 
believed discovered 


The Chenier cell of the FLQ 
has been uncovered, according to 
a report received by FLQ lawyer. 
Robert Lemieux. 

At a press conference yesterday, 
Lemieux announced that accord- 
ing to information received poli- 
ce had not yet arrested members. 
of Chenier Cell because they were 


_ awaiting the discovery of Libe- 


ration Cell as well. 

“The government is stalling,” 
charged Lemieux. “Thirty hours 
have passed since the govern- 
ment has received the FLQ’s fi- 
nal demands,”’ 

Lemieux said that the govern- 
ment had plenty of time to make 
a decision. ‘‘The people of Que- 
bec must judge if the government 
is acting in good faith,’”’ he con- 
tinued. 


>. Although Lemieux. will continue 


to negotiate between Quebec and 


the FLQ he is pessimistic about 
the outcome of: the talks: He 
expressed the option that the po- 
lice or. government were taking 
actions concerning the kidnappings 
without informing him of: these 
actions. 

As an example of this, Lemieux 
mentioned reports of an alleged 
raid on Montcalm street in which 
FLQ supporters were detained. 
However, he was unable to get 
any further information from of- 
ficials. 

Discussing * federal-provincial 
government ‘relations, Lemieux 
asked, ‘‘Even if the provincial 
government gave into demands. 
would it have the support of the 
federal government?”

the Quebec liberation struggle. 


“No matter what the result of 
the negotiations between the 


- lawyers of the government and 
the FLQ is, a victory will have 


been won. This is truly the be- 
ginning of a movement which will 
advance the rights of the people of 
Quebec,” he concluded.

multuous welcome when he enter- 
ed the packed arena at 11:45 
pm. As he stepped before the mi- 
crophones, he raised a clenched 
fist salute which was greeted by 
chants of‘ F-L-Q, F-L-Q..:.’’. 
Lemieux spoke briefly em- 
phatically: “When the CSN, the 
FTQ, the CEQ, the UCC, even 
René Levesque, even the petty 
bourgeoisie and the students 
through their representatives, de- 
clare themselves in favour of 
the liberation of the 23 political 
prisoners in exchange for Lapor- 
te and Cross, then I say that 
is the real voice of democracy.

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PSA to vote on concept 
of critical political science

Candidates for Political Science Association executive positions 
and departmental representatives to the Appointments Committee 
exchanged views at a PSA meeting held Wednesday. 

The candidates are divided into two groups: one group calling 
for a critical political science and the other advocating a more 
moderate, ‘pluralist’ approach that includes some involvement with 
the community. 

The Platform for a Critical Political Science group calls for an 
analytical approach to the study of political problems, especially 
Quebec, an area they feel has been for the most part ignored in their 
department. 

With an emphasis on competence, relevance, and the “creation 
of an open environment’, the slate makes three main proposals: new 
decision-making structures — possibly parity for the students; im-_ 
provement of evaluation techniques, such as the elimination of exami- 
nations and term papers in favor of community participation and 
analysis; course content altered drastically towards immediate na- 
tional and provincial problems, rather than international affairs to 
give greater relevance and diversity to the department. 

Opposition to the Platform is provided by a number of individuals 
who feel that the critical proposals will create a highly-radically 
oriented, rather than a balanced pluralist department. 

They range in position from Steve Leopold, who in the course of 
his presentation indicated willingness to work with the faculty to 
change the existing states, but also a willingness for confrontation 
| if last year’s tactics were repeated, to James de Wilde, who wishes 
to see the Political Science department involved in a wide area of 
concern and investigation. 

Other “opposition” candidates include Janet Hankin, last year’s 
PhD representative, and Edward Goldenberg, a former president 
of the Young Liberal Club. 

Following the policy presentations it was moved to postpone | 
the voting from yesterday, a Jewish holiday, to Monday. The elec- 
tions will be held 10 am to 5 pm Monday. All students taking at least | 
a half-course in Political Science are eligible and encouraged to

The resolutions were passed 
after a heated debate in which 
workers and union leaders une- 
qivocally condemned the FLQ 
as ‘‘terrorists’’, whose violence 
will “‘open the door to reaction 
which will destroy the organized 
work of years.”’ 


“Now Trudeau and Bourassa 
can talk about using the army’, 
declared one speaker, who 
expressed the fear that the reaction 
to the FLQ will “result in the 
cutting off of individual liberty.” 


The preamble to the resolution 
stated that ‘‘the political and 
economic liberation of the work- 
ers can only be the work of the 
workers themselves’ and that 
“terrorism and selective violen- 
ce of a small marginal group 
risks feeding the repression on 
the .part of the establishment, 
without diminishing its power.”’ 


It further afimed that ‘‘terro- . 


rism and individual violence, as 
a philosophy and a method of ac- 
tion, is a negative factor in the 
transformation of the economic 


_and political regime which is en- 


during the labour pains of our 
society.” 


These resolutions were carried 
without opposition, but debate 
over how to refer to the men whose 
release is demanded by:the FLQ 
brought about a clear split on age 
lines. 


About eight young workers ob- 
jected strongly to an amendment 
replacing the words ‘political 
prisoners” with ‘‘the 23 prison- 
ers mentioned by the FLQ’’. The 
amended motion called for the 
CTM to support negotiation of an 
exchange of these prisoners for 

€ two hostages. 


Older and middle-aged speakers 
were quite violent in their con- 
demnations of the FLQ, one 
man referring to them as ‘‘ban- 
dits” and another calling for 
“violence for violence’ and the 
Shooting of the 23 prisoners if 
the hostages were killed. 


One worker declared that while 
he was not in accord with the 
methods of the FLQ, he could 
see that they were a product of 
exasperation with conditions 
in Quebec, especially the high level 
of unemployment. 


The consensus, however, was 
that the saving of lives was more 
important than semantics. While 
the amendment was passed with 
eight dissents, the motion itself 


was only opposed by two.

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Terror and repression 


The alignment of forces in Quebec society today is such that the 
existing power elite can be the only ones who can benefit from the 
mood of both repression and chaos that is growing daily. While some 
people will see the deployment of the army as proof of how much the 
powers-that-be depend on force to maintain themselves, most people 
— including the hallowed working-class — will see the increased gov- 
ernment show of force as a necessary step to protect lives and the 
social fabric. 

Since it is hard to believe that terroristic tactics, especially the 
threatened murder of James Cross and Pierre Laporte, will make the 
workers of Quebec ‘‘aware of objective realities and ready to over- 
throw the ruling class”, our main concern at the moment should be 
the growing signs of repression, police state and martial law. 

While we know that granting of concessions to gangster tactics us- 
ed by any political group can only lead to further exploitation of such 
methods, the FLQ has played its cards and has shown great determina- 
tion; it is apparent that the lives of Cross and Laporte will be lost unless 
concessions are made, The provincial government appears prepared to 


make a deal for the two men held by the FLQ, but certain outside forces, : 
particularly the federal government, are forcing a hard line on Premier 


Bourassa and are generally creating an atmosphere of ‘total war’ and 
repression. 
The federal government views the situation differently from auth- 


- orities in Quebec. They are more concerned with putting a nice face 


forward in the international arena. They feel compelled to make grand- 
stand plays to the pro-confederation Silent Majority in the country.

TWO POLICE POEMS 


The very tiny book, ‘Two 
Police Poems’ is just that. 
The two poems which comprise 
the book are examples of po- 
lice brutality, bribery ard cor- 
ruption in poetic blank verse 
form, which explain the concep- 
tual transition of a 14-year. old 
comic-book idealism pertaining 
to policemen. 

Being such a tiny book, the 
development and complexity of 
the theme (police brutality) 
are limited. The poetry itself 
is very simple, almost to the 
point of plainness, and to the 
point. No complexity or inter- 
play of emotions is visible, Mr. 
Bowering means the events poe- 
ticized upon to “speak for 
themselves’.

@ Full Department — The Full Meeting of the Depart- 
ment, at present representing only the faculty members, 
is the final decision-making body.
